The weather has been hot and 
rainy here the last two weeks with 
heavy humidity. We got the first 
cutting of alfalfa in the barn just 
before the rain period came. The 
corn is up and there are ponds of 
water in the fields that we could 
not plow. 

The building of the new service 
shop was finished and cement paint 
has been painted on the outside, 
and .now we are starting on inside, 
it is my hope to have it all finish¬ 
ed and the names of those who 
helped to pay for the cement blocks 
put on before the picnic. The in¬ 
side work of putting up the par¬ 
tition for a work shop has not been 
started as we are so busy repairing 
the implements and cleaning the 
place up. We finally got the old 
side delivery rake repaired which 
was left outside in the hog pasture 
for a couple of years. 

Lawrence Osborn, who is blind, 
has finished cutting all old posts 
and trees, there is around twenty 
five cords of fire wood. He helped 
us save about twenty-five tons of 
coal this spring. He is now break¬ 
ing the mortar off of the old 
chimney bricks so that we can use 
them for a walk from all the doors. 
'He is anxious to have all of his old 
friends here on August First at 
our Annual Picnic. 

Earl McClelland has been here 
since the middle of May. He is our 
gardener. He is keeping the yard 
and gardens in good order, he also 
does the painting on the new tool 
shed and he has painted white 
wash with DDT in the dairy barn 
and the milk house. Earl is more 
ambitious since I bought the 1% 
h.p. garden tractor with 30 inch 
sickle bar and cultivator, it was 
bought with my own money as I 
do not feel that the Home could 


afford one this year, and I also 
bought a 36 inch center to center 
metal cutting lathe, it is also 
bought with my own money. Those 
two are almost necessities here in 
order that we can save on repair 
bills. 

On June 13th, I borrowed the 
school bus and took the old resi¬ 
dents to Carmichaers place for the 
day, they surely enjoyed the trip 
and I think I shall do it again next 
July II, While we have the Mon- 
ticello Club meeting there. 

I understand that we will have 
a fine program for our Annual 
Picnic here on August First, and we 
are saving some friers for that day, 
so I wish every one of you to come 
and bring your friends and see 
what we have done to this place 
since we came back, I feel that you 
will see much change in the general 
appearance here. 

I want to ask every one of you 
to keep the place clean by taking 
your beer cans or bottles and take 
them out some where, instead of 
dumping them in the hidden spots 
and causing us a lot of trouble with 
our implements and cutting the 
livestock’s hoofs. But I want every 
one of you to have good time. Last 
spring while we were plowing a 
beer can nearly cut one of the 
big tractor tires, those tires cost 
money, please show some consider¬ 
ation by keeping thrash picked up. 

Those from big cities, intending 
to come, why not try and get a 
chartered busses and save all the 
trouble of parking here. 

We are really sorry to have John 
O'Brien move to Oregon, he has 
done a lot for this Home, we hope' 
that his spirit will be with us, es¬ 
pecially toward the Home.
